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The Board of Infornation shali be under the juris-~ 
diction of the Prine Minister and take charge of affairs 
concerning the following matters: 

le Collertiion of -ofornation, roporting, cnlighten- 
ment and publicity concerning natters which are the funda= 
nentals of the prosecution of national policies. 

2. Dispositions in respect of newspapers and other 
publications as provided for in Article 20 of the National 
Mobilization Law. 

3« Guidance and control in respect of broadcasting 
by telephone, 

4. Such guidance and control of notion-pictures, 
phonograph records, plays and shows as are necessary for 
the enlightennent and publicity concerning matters which 
are fundancntals of the prosecution of national policios. 

The Board of Infornation nay, if necossary for the 


execution of the affairs nontioned in the preceding Para- 


graph, request the Governnent offices concorned to extend 


their cooperation in conneetion with the collection of 


infornation, reporting, cnlizhtennent and publicity.
